Troubles With the Indians.
For years the Indians resided in

town, many of the names still being
indicative of their haunts. At rstthey were soihewhat troublesome and
for forty-fiv- e years from the time of
settlement people carried arms to the

! places of public worship. In 1701
guards were kept in three houses in
East Haddam. Erom this probab y
originated much of the martial spint
that was instrumental in the forming
of the various militia companies in
the two towns, nearly every abia
bodied man or youth being enrolled.
When it was time for worship, the
people assembled in Haddam on tho
sound of a drum beat, and whether
this custom was carried into EatHaddam is not known. In spite of all
the precautions taken, there are no
records found of any serious depreda-
tions by the Indians, or of any clash-
es between the whites and the In-
dians.

Trouble Over Boundaries.
The lands obtained interfered with

the territory already confirmed to
Middletown, and the Middletown
south bounds, some distance belW
the "Straits," were established as the
north line. Concerning the south line
much difficulty arose between Hal-da- m

and Saybrook. Some time prior
to 1682 the Legislature had granted
to Saybrook, .then including Lynn,
the right to extend Its bounds four
miles northward. These four mllswere covered by the deed which th
people of Thirty-Mil- e Island held
from the Indians, Saybrook, there-
fore, claimed the tract by virtue of
the grant from the Legislature, an-- i

Thirty-Mil- e Island, by right of pur-
chase from the Indians, which tholegislature hud authorised, In May,
1667. a committee was appointed to
examine the difficulties between tho
two plantations, Saybrook express,
ed a Willi ngricass to divide the contest,
ed land equally, a proposal which the

m 1665 advised Thirty-Mil- e
Island to accept But as the

matter remained unsettled an order
was issued the following year that it
should be thus divided, one half to
Haddam and one half to Saybrook
and Lyme. Over this division tho
inhabitants of Haddam were dissatis-
fied for years.

In October, 1673, Haddam was given
the right to extend its north line so
far eastward of the Connecticut River
as to make its east bounds a norti;
and south line, and it was extendeJ
accordingly. By this grant the ter-
ritory was inreased about one-thir- d

and included the two townships of
Haddam and East Haddam, and that
part of Durham known as Haddam
Quarter.

Separation of The Towns.
The lands in East Haddam belong-

ed to Haddam Society until 1700. when
it was constituted a district society,
and named East Haddam. The in-
habitants began to do town business
by themselves in 1704 and to keep a
record of their proceedings. But as
the legality of doing business in this
manner was questioned, and as un-
easiness prevailed on other subject!",
the societies of Haddam and East
Haddam in 1710 entered In to articles
of agreement, and had them sanction-
ed by the Legislature, in which :t
was provided that the societies might
do town business separately and elect
each a representative to the Gener.d
Assembly. The affairs were thus
managed until May, 1734, when the
town of Haddam was divided accord-
ing to the division of the societies,
and the names of the societies given
to them as towns. In the act It wa3
provided, however, that neither should
send more than one representative to
the Legislature at public cost, an 1

this proviso remained until Octobe-- ,
1776. when Haddam. East Haddam.
Chatham, and one or two other towns
in the state were allowed to send two
representatives.

The Settlement.
The time the first settlement in

EastHaddam began Is not absolutely
certain. It has been commonly sup-
posed that it began at the placed
called Creek Row, about 1686, by the
removal of the Bateses. Brainerds,
Cone and Gateses, from Haddam.
From the colony records however, it
is certain that Robert Chapman had
a dwelPing-hous- e in East Haddam,
north of Creek Row, in 1674. If th3
Creek Row settlement was first. :t
must have been begun about 1670.
About this time came Captain John
Chapman from Saybrook, who had
bought the lands laid out to Captain
John Cullick. The first settler in
Mlllington was Jonathan Beebe, from
New London, who settled by the
Long Pond about 1704. By 1740 the
two towns were pretty fairly well set-
tled.

The Moodus Noises.

Haddam better known than as the
site of Moodus and tho Moodus No's
es.

BUILDING AND BUSINESS.

Decided Falling Off In Value of Con-

tracts Awarded.

Real estate transactions for the
week in the towns reported by The
Commercial Record numbered 350,
with mortgage loans of $884,067,
against 318 sales and mortgage loans
of $1,0S6,619 for the corresponding
week of 1912

But two petitions in bankruptcy,
with assets of $4,41 and liabilities of
$13,386, are reported. Last year In the
corresponding week four petitions
were filed, with assets of $9,755 and
liabilities of $22,427.

The four incorporations for the week
have authorized capital stock of $178,-00- 0,

which is about the same as1 a
year ago.

Building permits have been Issued n
the cities of New Haven, Hartfor.i,
Bridgeport, Waterbury and Stamford
to the number of 108, for buildings
costing $229,530. For the same wetk
last year 113 permits for buildings
costing $1,250,210 were Issued, iu
greater part of which was for large
structures in Hartford.

East Haddam and Haddam ere

peculiar in ono respect, and that .'s
that the zenith of their population
was reached years ago, and that for
some time the towns have been class-
ed as decadent by tne United States
census. The building of the bridge
It is believed, will offset this, and re-
sult in another and steady boom, as
both towns contain excellent sites for
manufacturing industries, as weel as
good farming land and quarries. The

Haddam Half-shir- e Town.
Haddam and East Haddam were

originally part of Hartford county,
and when Included in Middlesex
county In May, 1786, Haddam wa--

made a half-shir- e town along with
Middletown. Court houses and Jails
were erected, and for some time the
superior court used to sit alternately
in Haddam and in Middletown. The
present town hall, originally tha
courthouse , was erected In 1829 jf
Haddam granite, and is one of the
finest examples of early stone archi-
tecture to be found in the state. The
first Jail was condemned In 1814, and
another was erected. In 1846 the
present jail was erected, also of Had-
dam granite, but it has been mater'-all- y

added to. Much of the expense
was met by the town of" Haddam.
Haddam is also the seat of the cou ry

home, and of the Brainerd Acai-em- y,

now dismantled, but for years
from tne time of its erection in 1S39,
a noted educational institution in tin
state. The town also has the dis-
tinction of being one of the few in
the state that is absolutely free of
debt.

Haddam was also one of the first
towns in the state to make bricks,
the yard in the early part of eth
nineteenth century being located
about a half-mil- e above what is now
Higganum Landing, and so close to
the banks of the Connecticut that the
bricks were carried away in vessels.
Shipbuilding at one time was also a
prominent industry in both towns.
Another distinction accorded Had-
dam is that it is the- - only town in the
state bisected by the Connecticut
River.

Early Navigation.
Previous to the eighteenth century

the nearest approach to steam navi-
gation was made by John Stillman of
Cheater, one time of Haddam. who
had a large scow with paddle wheels,
the motive power being furnished by
a horse. It Is said of him that at
one time he carried the mayor and
aldermen to Hartford on an excursion
trip. The boat was wrecked near
Chester, and until within a very few
years the ruins were visible on one
of the sand bars. The first steam-
boat, excepting the Fulton, was the
Enterprise, which began to run in
1819.

The weather was perfect. Flags
were flying, bands were playing, an J
there were thousands of visitors
thronging the narrow and somewhat
crooked streets.

The Line of Parade.

his birth and rejoice with its pejple
In the realization of the wish which
has been nearest and dearest their
hearts for many years a bridgo
across the Connecticut. Ex Gov-
ernor Waller was heard in a delight-
ful address.

The Haddams.
Tie history of the Haddams has

been ciosely identified with the eas-
iest of the state, and no towns have
a better record in the Revolution or
the Civil War, than these two small
towns now celebrating their release
from bondage. The first settlement
was made in Haddam In 1632. The
lands, together with those in East.
Haddam, were long known as the
lands at Thirty Mile Island, now-know- n

as Haddam Island, but origin-
ally called Thirty-Mil- e Island, from
the supositien that it was thirty
miles from the mouth of the Connec-
ticut. This island, which is about op-
posite the Rock landing House, con-
tains a little more than eighteen
acres. For years it was a resort of
the Indians, and in the early 1800 one
of the most famous shad-fishin- g

places on the river. Its size has been
materially increased by the construc-
tion of a pier about ninety rods north
of it in 1795. used for fishing. Tne
sand washed down by the river has
accumulated between the pier and
